Outdoor Burning 
Permits Needed, 
Firemen Declare 


Outdoor burning permits for the 
current year are now obtainable 
at stations of the Menlo Park Fire 
District, Chief George Carter re- 
minded area residents this week. 

Permits are issued to be effect- 
ive for one year, beginning April 
1. Original applications and re- 
newals are both being accepted, 
he added. 

“People are required by ordin- 
|ance to have a permit. if kindling 
any type of outdoor fire,’ Carter 
declared. “In a few weeks grass 
will be dry and in the meantime 
| people are cleaning out their gar- 
| dens, and we expect residents will 
{want to burn this rubbish. 

“It is not our desire to inflict 
inconvenience on anybody, but 
rather to have an opportunity 
| to explain some of the laws and 


+ common. sense ‘rules -governing~ 


| outdoor burning that prompts 
us'to issue the annual permits,” 
| Carter explained. 
| There is no charge for burning 
|permits. But persons not having 
{them, and starting outdoor fires 
| anyhow can be considered guilty 
;of a misdemeanor. 
| Outdoor burning is permitted 
|before noon every day except 
| Monday, when no outside fires are 
| allowed, Chief Carter continued. 
| The latter exception is for the con- 
venience of housewives who may 
be drying laundry. 
| Persons are not allowed to burn 
during periods of high wind, even 
|though the hours may be correct. 
Advice and permits may be ob- 
| tained at xny station of the Menlo 
| Park Fire District. They are situ- 
ated as follows:

spec.al census was 3% per cent. 
The maximum deviation was 14 
per cent which was the case in 
the City of Menlo Park. 

The estimate was 27,143 versus 
our special census of population 
of 23,811 in April of 1955. 

In this regard the estimate may 
be more accurate than the special 
census. We were disappointed in 
the result of the special census 
in April of 1955. 

Analysis showed that the gains 
we expected were obtained in the 
major portion of the census areas. 
But one area showed a large un- 
explainable loss from the pre- 
vious special census, in a section 
of the city that had not changed 
much in character. 

It is quite possible the cen- 
sus worker in that section did 
not cover all the territory. This 
was not discovered for long 
after the census date, as the 
breakdown by areas is slow to 
be compiled. 

If the State Department of 
Finance would estimate popula- 
tion annually for apportionment 
purposes, it would eliminate the 
necessity for cities taking expen- 
sive special censuses in between 


the regular Federal decennial 
censuses. Incidentally, the de-

Alto’s population by less than one

25 Years Ago: 
Telephone Co. 


Noted Growth 
In Area Service 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 


April 8, 1932: 


“Menlo Park’s first telephone 
was installed in, 1884. Today ap- 
proximately 8,000 telephones are 
connected to the intricate equip- 
ment in the Palo Alto exchange. 

“Community progress from 
those early days will be the key- 
note of an open house celebration 
next week when the public will 
be invited to come in and inspect 
the local telephone exchange, ac- 
cording to Arthur G. Wild, Man- 
ager... 

“In 1884 the first telephone in 
this vicinity was installed in the 
Menlo Park railroad depot. At 
that time the Sunset Telephone 
and Telegraph Company operated 
a trunk line between San Francis- 
co and San Jose and to this line 
consisting of a single wire, sup- 
ported by spindly wooden poles 
the first telephone was connected. 
In those days a telephone mes- 
sage for a Menlo Park resident 
had to be delivered by messenger, 
and a boy was employed to take 
care of this work. As calls became 
more and more numerous, the ag- 
ent found himself unable to han- 
dle the business and in 1885 the 
telephone agency was removed to 
John McBain’s Oak Grove Villa. 
A few months later the growth 
of the service necessitated anoth- 
er move to Duff and Doyle’s store 
located at Santa Cruz avenue and 
the Highway. In 1888 there were 
about ten subscribers in Menlo 
Park with telephones connected 
to a 20 line wall type switch- 
board. Service was usually con- 
fined to the hours when the store 
remained open or about 7 a.m. to 
ig) 3 pee, 

“In 1892 Palo Alto’s first public 
telephone office was opened in 
the store of J. F. Parkinson on Al- 
ma street... 

“In pointing out the important 
part taken by communication and 
transportation in the develop- 
ment of the Peninsula... Mr. 
Wild said, ‘For years after Don 
Gaspar de Portola camped near 
the Palo Alto tree, 1770, El Cami- 
no Real provided the sole land 
path between San Francisco and 
the south. Eight decades later, in 
1853, San Francisco and San Jose 
were connected by telegraph with 
Stockton, Marysville and Sacra- 
mento, Ten years after that the 
railroad was completed from San 
Francisco to San Jose; and in 1883 
the first long distance line be- 
tween cities in the west was built 
between these two points...’ ”
